The  choice  lay.  between  tbe  n.e  of  a 

McAdam  or  Telford  pavement,  tbe 
Belgian  block  or  tbe  Granite  or  Syenite 
Nock  parement..  These  several  kind, 
are  te  be  >odged  and  preferred  accord¬ 
ing  fb  their  cost,  durabilitf  and  JUncst  to 
answer  tbe  effect  .ought. 

We  all  know  wbat  the  TelforJ  is.  Its 
bm  upon  Bloomfield  avenue  has  given 
oa  good  opportunity  to  observe  it.  If 
kept  in  perfect  repair  it  unquestionably 
makes  a  good  road. 

The  Belgian  pavement  is  composed 
of  cnbes  ef  abont  5  inches  of  trap  rock. 

If  well  laid  it  present^*  smooth  surface 
and  ishlmo3t  indestructible. 

The  Granite,  or  properly  speaking, 
Syenite  pavement,  cousists  of  cubes  of 
from  6  to  8  inches  of  Syenite.  Granite 
ia  composed  of  quartz,  feldspar  and 
mica,  Syenite,  of  quartz,  feldspar  and 
and  hornblende.  The  celebrated  Qnincy 
Oranite,  so  called,  is  Syenite.  J  Another 
description  of  this  last  pavement  con¬ 
sists  of  blocks  about  4  inches  thick,  12 
inches  long  and  8  inches  wida,  set  like 
the  pavement  in  Broadway,  New  York. 
This  latter  kind  is  unquestionably  the 
▼cry  best  in  nse,  presents  a  smooth  sur¬ 
face  and  on  account  of  the  narrowness 
uf  the  exposed  face  furnishes  a  secure 
foothold. 

Tbe  ooet  of  these  pavements,  as  nearly 
as  the  writer  has  by  carefnl  inquiry  been 
able  to  learn,  is  as  follows.  Telford^ 
complete,  including  grading,  where  the 
earth  to  be  removed  does  not^excen^Awu 
yard.  Belgian  block,  including  grading 
•  and  aand,  that  ia  to  say,  laid  completo, 
about  8150  per  square  yard.  The  Sye¬ 
nite  cubes,  iacladlng  grading.  Ac.,  $2.- 
25  per  square  yank  The  same,  of  tbe 
long  block  ae  above  described,  including 
grading  Ac.,  aa  before  82  75  per  aqmue 
yard. 

Much  of  the  Tplford  in  Orange  and 
and  East  Oraoge  cost  when  laid,  three 
or  four  years  ago,  more  thav  the  best 
Syenite  can  be  put  down  for  now. 

The  Telford  is,  or  rather  has  been, 
fashionable,  because  the  interest  advo¬ 
cating  and  supporting  it  has  been  large 
and  powerful.  On  the  other  hand  many 
candid  men  who  have  had  a  good  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  observing  it  express  serious 
doubts  aa  to  its  practical  utility. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  first  cost 
of  Telford  ia  leas  than  that  of  either  of 
tbe  otner  kinds,  but  it  must  be  borne  in 
mind  that  ii  requires  constant  attention 
and  repair,  and  if  this  is  not  given  just 
at  the  right  time,  the  cost  will  be  greatly 
enhanced.  The  lowest  estimate  the 
writer  haa  obtained  of  the  cost  of  repair 
after  the  second  or  third  year  is  10  cents 
per  square  yard.  East  Orange  has  seve¬ 
ral  miles  of  Telford.  Last  year  the  ap 
propriation  for  road  repairs  was  810,000, 
and  this  year  it  ia  likely  to  be  greater 
and  of  course  must  constantly  increase. 
Tbe  Belgian  and  Syenite  block  pave^. 
meats  when  once  laid  seldom  call  for  ad¬ 
ditional  expenditure,  hence  at  the  end 
of  a  few  yean  are  actually  cheaper  than 
tb«)Telford  and  at  tbe  end  of  twenty 
yean  or  more  are  substantially  as  good

The  great  necessity  of  collecting  these 
taxes  is  nrged  in  the  report,  where  it 
sUted  that  the  County  has  claims  against 
ns  of  821,000,  the  Township  Schools

The  appropriation  of  mouey  for  Bond 
purposes  called  forth  a  lively  debate.  It 
was  stated  that  a  petition  had  been  cir¬ 
culated  for  improving  parts  of  Glen  wood 
avenue  and  Broad  street  by  laying  tel- 
ford  pavement,  and  that  in  making  an 
appropriation  it  would  be  well  to  moke 
it  large  onougb  to  provide  for  the  pre¬ 
paratory  grading,  Mr.:  Page  inquired  if 
the  appropriation  proposed  waa  to  in¬ 
clude  cost  of  paving  in  front  of  the  pub¬ 
lic  ground.

_  El>rroB  : — I  have  a  few  words  to 

&ey  in  regard  to  the  bill  now  before  the 
Legislature,  proposing  the  change  of 
power  from  the  Essex  Cooufiy  Road 
to  the  Board  of  Freeholders. 

Ia  what  wuy  are  we  to  be  relieved  or 
benefited  by  tbe  proposed  change.  Is 
there  not  tbe  same  material  and  disposi¬ 
tion  existing,  and  will  it  not  be  found 
that  the  very  foundation  for  the  whole 
misebief  and  injustice,  exist*  in  a  con¬ 
centrated  form  in  members  of  the  Utter 
body  ?  In  fact  it  appears  as  simply  * 
change  to  a  horse  of  another  color,  in 
order  to  eoutinue  the  same  process  by 
which  we  are  to  be.  stamped  to  death. 

Wire  pulling  among  politicians  may  be 
an  amusement  to  bood-wiuk  the  people. 
But  because  they  wish  to  force  such  un¬ 
palatable  material  down  our  throuts,  is  it 
supposed  that  we  are  fools  enough  to 
swallow  it,  and  oonsider  the  nauseating 
dose  aa  nutritious.  The  whole  thing  is  a 
farce,  and  if  persisted  in  it  will  not  only 
injure  the  Board  of  Chosen  Freeholders, 
but  the  community  exhausted  with  a 
continuation  of  incessant  expenditure  and 
the  various  shifts  to  perpetuate  power, 
oppression,  injustice  and  extravagance 
(by  which  we  are  piling  up  an  euormons 
debt)  will  rise  en  masse  and  demand  the 
abolishment  of  the  Bodrd  of  Freeholders, 
as  well  as  the  one  making  itself  detesta¬ 
ble  by  its  assumption  of  parity  and  jus¬ 
tice.  * 

To  take  a  common  sense  view  of  the 
existing  state  of  things,  I  ask  this  simple 
question.

ia  not  necessary.  0*8  first  object  should 
be  to  provide  good,/  durable  roadways 
to  accommodate  the  demands  of  necessi¬ 
ty  rather  than  to  furnish  faney  drives 
for  these  who  poasees  a  light  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  the  hardens  of  taxation,  because 
they  seldom  participate  to  any  extent  in 
relieving  them.  ( 

Tbe  dust  raising  from  Telford,  and  tbe 
difficulty  of  repairing  it  when  gas  mains 
or  supply  pipes  ore  laid  also  renders  it 
exceedingly  objectionable. 

In  conclusion  allow  me,  Mr.  Editor  to 
suggest  to  you  and  your  readers,  that 
it  would  be  wise  to  inaugurate  a  system 
of  improvement,  which  we  eo  greatly 
seed  by  a  candid  and  fair  discussion 
e  public  meeting  of  tbe  questions  whWh 
have  been  adverted  to  above,  in  order 
that  what  we  do  may  be  done  advisedly 
And  with  a  general  understanding  of  the 
results  that  will  follow  the  adoption  of 
either  coarse  that  may  be  recommended.

Dr.  Davis  then  moveA  that  the  Town 
Committee  be  instructed  to  sign  a  peti¬ 
tion  on  behalf  of  the  Township  for  pav¬ 
ing  in  front  of  the  public  ground,  pro¬ 
vided  they  are  legally  competent  to  do 
so,  the  width*  of  pavement  not  to  exceed 
20  feet. 

Another  resolution  was  adopted  in¬ 
structing  the  Town  Committee  to  reserve 
$1,000  of  the  money  voted  for  roads  to 
be  used  ouly  for  tbe  purpose  of  prepar¬ 
ing  the  street  for  telford  pavement. 

An  appropriation  of  8100  waa  voted  for 
cross-walks. 

It  waa  voted  that  834,51  be  raised  for 
expenditure  en  the  Public  Ground, 
which  aconnt  was  afterward  increased, 
making  it  8100. 

A  motion  of  Judge  Coe’s,  to  appropri¬ 
ate  8600  to  provide  a  lock-up  was  voted 
on  but  lost.
